Sunday leaped from the platform 
and dashed at his assailant, whom he 
knocked down in the center aisle. The 
audience was on the verge of a panic, 
with women weeping and children 
screaming while Potts and Sunday 
rolled and tumbled in the aisle. 
The choir leader asked choir and 
audience to sing and in a few mo­ 
ments 
the 
entire

was 
calmed, few leaving their seats. Sev­ 
eral men seized Potts and they held 
him until policemen came and took 
him to jail. Mr. Sunday said he suf­ 
fered several painful bruises from the 
buggy whip. The prisoner made the 
attack, he said, in defense of the 
virtue of women which he declared 
had been criticised by .t)ie evangelist. 


DECLARATION 
OF PRINCIPLES 


Adopted by the North American 
Conservation Conferree. 


TRANSMITTED TO CONGRESS 


President Roosevelt in His Letter of 


Transm ittal Declares That the Con­ 
ference W ill Unquestionably Result 


in Mutual Benefits— Establishment 
of a Permanent Conservation Com-1 


mission in Canada, Mexico and the 


United States Recommended. 


Washington. Feb. 27.—The “declara­ 
tion of principles” adopted by the 
North American conservation confer­ 
ence which has just concluded its 
work here iii which certain recom­ 
mendations are made for the conser­ 
vation of the natural resources of the 
United States, Canada and Mexico, 
has been transmitted by President 
Roosevelt to congress, 
In his letter of transmittal the 
president declares that the conference 
“will unquestionably, as the declara­ 
tion recites, result in mutual bene­ 
fits, and tend to draV still closer the 
bonds of existing good will, confidence 
and respect.” The declaration points 
out that natural resources are not 
confined by the boundary lines that 
separate nations. “We agree that no 
nation acting alone can adequately 
conserve them and we recommend the 
adoption of concurrent measures for 
conserving material foundations of 
the welfare of all the nations con­ 
cerned, and for ascertaining their lo­ 
cation and extent.” 
After pointing out that the confer­ 
ence not only performed with marked 
efficiency and entire unanimity the 
important duties which devolved upon 
it, the president declares that “it has 
suggested a still wider field of useful 
action/* Tho prelrtdent'then refers to 
the suggestion made by the confer­ 
ence on conservation an,d says that. 
acting upon this suggestion, he has 
addressed such an invitation to the 
nations of the world “in the confident 
belief that such a meeting will foster 
the interests of every nation, will in­ 
jure those of none, and will confirm 
and strengthen in us all the belief 
that the good of each is likewise the 
common good of all.” 
The establishment of a permanent 
conservation commission in each of 
the three countries perhaps is one of 
the most important recommendations 
of the conference. 
The report declares that a system 
of intercommunication should be in­ 
augurated between the conservation 
commissions, whereby, at stated inter­ 
vals, all discoveries, inventions, pro­ 
cesses, inventories 
of natural 
re­ 
sources, information of a new and 
specifically important character, seeds 
and seedlings, of new or improved 
varieties, and other productions which 
are of value in conserving or improv­ 
ing any natural resource shall be 
transmitted ffp each commission to 
all of the others, to the end that they 
may be utilized as widely as possible. 
The report deals with every phase 
of conservation. 


WEEKLY REVIEW OF TRADE 


Unsettlement Caused by Price Reduc­ 
tions a Feature. 
New York, Feb. 27.—Bradstreet’s 
review of trade say? while there has 
been some expansion in house jobbing 
trade in dry goods, millinery and kin­ 
dred lines and business in agricultural 
implements, seeds and fertilizers has 
been large, the unsettlement caused 
by price reduction in the iron, steel 
and other c.etal markets, the weak­ 
ness in securities and the nearer ap­ 
proach of tariff revision have all made 
for a degree of uncertainty not so 
plainly visible for a long time past. 
Weather conditions, too, have played 
a part in arresting retail trade, coun­ 
try roads are in bad shape, farmers’ 
deliveries are affected despite attrac­ 
tive prices for grain, and there has 
been, in fact, an apparent slowing 
down in the current of trade, which, 
however temporary it may be, has 
tended to make comparisons with a 
year ago at this time largely unfavor­ 
able, as they still are less satisfactory 
than was expected some time ago.

FOUR YEARS , Backus Brooks Company Orders Huge 
Machines for Installing in Their 


Wm. Bailey Arrested at Cloquet 


Charged with Murder of 


Annie Kintop 


NEAR 
LITTLE 
FALLS 
IN 1905 


The Prisoner Was Held to the 


Grand Jury in Little Falls 


this Forenoon 


Wm. Bailey of Cloquet, was held to 
the grand jury of Morrison county to­ 
day on a charge of murdering Annie 
Kintop near Darling, Morrison county, 
according to a telephonic message re­ 
ceived by the Dispatch here this after­ 
noon. 
Annie Kintop was assaulted and 
murdered on April 10, 1905 and her 
body was not found until April l<>th. 
The crime caused great excitement, 
not only in Morrison county but in 
Crow Wing and a posse of citizens 
from here scoured the country east of 
Brainerd in search of a negro suspect­ 
ed of the crime, but without success. 
A telegram from Cloquet to the Du­ 
luth News Tribune contains the follow­ 
ing story of the arrest of Bailev, who 
was taken through this city last night 
by the Morrison county officer: 
“ William Bailey, an employe of the 
Cloquet 
Electric company, was ar­ 
rested this morning by Chief of Police 
McSweeney on the charge of having 
murdered Miss Annie Kintop at Little 
Falls, Minn., four years ago. 
Sheriff 
Armstrong, of Morrison county, ar­ 
rived this afternoon from Little Falls 
and took the man into custody. 
Bailey 
was sleeping in his room at the West 
hotel when arrested and when he was 
confronted with the crime he collapsed 
and was unable to speak. 
After com­ 
posing himself he denied all knowledge 
of the crime but the evidence which 
led to his arrest is said to be almost 
conclusive. 
“ Bailey has been in the employ of the 
local electric company for a little over 
a year. 
He has been faithful in his 
work as far as can be learned. 
If he 
is the man wanted his real name is 
probably concealed by him and as he is 
unknown in Little Falls, little import­ 
ance attaches to any alias he may have 
assumed. 
He is a very large man and 
as a good description of the murderer 
which was obtained agrees consistently 
with Bailey’s appearance. The latter 
has been shadowed for the last few 
weeks. 
This was accomplished by a 
detective applying for work with the 
same company and working into Bail­ 
ey’s confidence. Enough wa3 learned 
to warrant the man's arrest and he 
was taken to Little Falls this forenoon.

ARRESTED AFTER 
FOUR YEARS 


Wm. Bailey Arrested at Cloquet 
Charged with Murder of 
Annie Klntop 


NEAR LITTLE FALLS IN 1905 


The Prisoner Was Held to the 
Grand Jury In Little Falls 
this Forenoon 
Wm. Bailey of Cloquet, was held to 
the grand jury of Morrison county to* 
day on a charge of murdering Annie 
Kintop near Darling, Morrison county, 
according to a telephonic message re­ 
ceived by the Dispatch here this after­ 
noon. Annie Kintop was assaulted and 
murdered on April IO, 1905 and her 
body was not found until April 16th. 
The crime caused great excitement, 
not only in Morrison county but in 
Crow Wing and a posse of citizens 
from here scoured the country east of 
Brainerd in search of a negro suspect­ 
ed of the crime, but without success. 
A telegram from Cloquet to the Du­ 
luth News Tribune contains the follow­ 
ing story of the arrest of Bailey, who 
was taken through this city last night 
by the Morrison county officer: 
“William Bailey, an employe of the 
Cloquet 
Electric company, was ar­ 
rested this morning by Chief of Police 
McSweeney on the charge of having 
murdered Miss Annie Kintop at Little 
Falls, Minn., four years ago. Sheriff 
Armstrong, of Morrison county, ar­ 
rived this afternoon from Little Falls 
and took the man into custody. Bailey 
was sleeping in his room at the West 
hotel when arrested and when he was 
confronted with the crime he collapsed 
and was unable to speak. After com­ 
posing himself he denied all knowledge 
of the crime but the evidence which 
led to his arrest is said to be almost 
conclusive. 
“ Bailey hasbeen in the employ of the 
local electric company for a little over 
a year. He has been faithful in his 
work as far as can be learned. If he 
is the man wanted his real name is 
probably concealed by him and as he is 
unknown in Little Falls, little import­ 
ance attaches to any alias he may have 
assumed. He is a very large man and 
as a good description of the murderer 
which was obtained agrees consistently 
with Bailey's appearance. The latter 
has been shadowed for the last few 
weeks. This was accomplished by a 
detective applying for work with the 
same company and working into Bail­ 
ey’s confidence. Enough was learned 
to warrant the man’s arrest and he 
was taken to Little Falls this forenoon.

tor Carmack was not only not in an 
ugly humor, but laughed at the idea 
of trouble and said he simply wanted 
to arm himself to relieve the anxiety 
of his friends.

Two Reasons for Its Exclusion. 
Learned counsel offered two reasons 
why it should be excluded. First, 
that the state could cross-examine 
only on such matter as had been 
gone over in direct examination. The 
defense argued that unless all the 
conversation of witnesses with Car­ 
mack as well as their observation of 
his manner and appearance had been 
communicated to the defendants, the 
estimony 
was 
inadmissible. 
They 
held that if these conversations and 
observations had been so communicat­ 
ed they would throw some light upon 
the mental condition of the defendant, 
If they were not communicated, they 
would show only Senator Carmack’s 
mental condition and as the senator 
was dead, his mental condition would 
throw no light upon the subject. 
On the question of Major Vertrees’ 
testimony, Judge Hart excluded the 
jury and permitted the state to ex­ 
amine the major for the court’s bene­ 
fit. He admitted all that the state 
said he would, that Carmack laughed 
at the Idea of trouble, said he had 
done nothing to provoke it and that 
he wanted a revolver simply to satisfy 
his friends. The counsel on both sides 
argued and the court held with the 
defense. 
The revolvers In the case played a 
prominent part and the testimony was 
much to the advantage of the defense 
The prosecution has gone upon th* 
theory, Implied 
If not openly ex 
pressed, that the gun with the twc 
empty shells found near Senator Car­ 
mack’s body was in reality Colonel 
Cooper’s, and that the revolver intro­ 
duced as Colonel Cooper’s, which had 
not been discharged, was the one the 
dead senator carried. Major Vertrees, 
however, who loaned Senator Carmack 
the revolver, Identified the one found 
near the body with two discharged 
shells as the one he had loaned the 
senator. Next, Police Commissioner 
Tom Hutchinson identified the revol­ 
ver which had not been fired as the 
one he loaned Colonel Cooper.
